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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-10, drawn to a disk type recording medium having sync frames, 
classified in class 369, subclass 275.3. 

II. Claims 11-36, drawn to a method of forming disc tracks and a computer 
readable recording medium having the disc tracks, classified in class 264, 
subclass 2.5. 

III. Claims 37-44, drawn to a method of storing data in frames on an optical disc, 
classified in class 369, subclass 44.39. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are 
not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. 
In the instant case, subcombination of a medium having sync frames has separate utility such 
as on tracks that are not separated into separate sections where the length of each is 
determined by an innermost circumference of the disc type recording medium. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(d). 

Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are 
not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. 
In the instant case, subcombination of a method and medium of storing disc tracks has 
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separate utility such as on tracks that can be formed in a plurality of sections that conform to 
different functions where the sync frames are formed differently. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 
1.104. See MPEP § 821.04(a). Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a 
continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim 
that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory 
and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Inventions I and III are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as 
claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) that the product 
as claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In 
the instant case, the medium can be made where the frames are not extensible and have a 
fixed format. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

A telephone call was made to James McEwen on 1/23/07 to request an oral election to 
the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) 
an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected 
invention.
